Zella Davis Blackly will cele- 
brate her 93rd birthday, Thursday, 
July 8th. She was born in 1889 to 
Wm. H. Davis and Elizabeth 
Cummings at the Wm. Davis 
home at 212 W. 200 N. which Jay 
Swain and wife now own. 

During her early life she lived at 
Elkhorn on a ranch which the 
Davis family purchased. On 
September 1, 1808 she married 
George A. Blackly and they lived 
on the ranch ad helped run it. 
They had 4 m Rex (who lives 
with his mother), Emmett, Ogden, 
and Don and DeMar (both 
deceased). 

When the boys were old enough 
to attend school, the Blacklys 
purchased a home at 293 N. 100 E. 
across the road from the old North 
School, which Zella still occupies. 
Mr. Blackly died August 21, 1951. 

After Mr. Davis died, Zella's 
mother sold the ranch and built a 
new home across the street from 
Zella's home. You could see Zella 
crossing the road any time of the 
day to visit with her mother or to 
just see if she was OK. They spent 
17 enjoyable years together before 
Mrs. Davis died in 1959. 

Zella was a very faithful worker 
in the Primary organization of the 
LDS Church. She served as a 
teacher, ward president, and stake
